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Merchandising Pure Bred Cattle 


Many books, articles and pamphlets have 
been published on the care and management 
of live stock, treatment and prevention of 
disease, and the breeding end of the pro- 
gram. But comparatively little has been 
said about one of the most important jobs 
of a successful pure bred breeder—the mer- 
chandising of his product. 


The other day we heard an unusual! speak- 
er, a man employed as sales manager by a 
nationally known dairy herd. Much of what 
he had to say about selling pure bred live 
stock in his field can also be applied to 
Aberdeen-Angus. And since his methods 
have sold more than $1,000,000 worth of 
breeding stock it is evident that his argu- 
ments are backed by more than _ theory. 
Probably you won’t agree with all of his 
ideas; possibly some of them will not fit in 
with the successful merchandising of Aber- 
deen-Angus. But many of the points he 
raises are worth more than a passing 
thought. 


This man contends that it is a mistake 
for a breeder, even though he has not been 
in the business for a great length of time, 
to depend too much on the local market to 
absorb his surplus breeding stock. Not that 
a man shouldn’t sell to his neighbors, or get 
them started in pure bred live stock. But 
in selling locally, he contends, a_ breeder 
is up against the old adage that “familiar- 
ity breeds contempt.” In many cases the 
quality and breeding of your cattle will not 
be appreciated; in many instances your 
neighborhood may be a “$200 bull” com- 
munity. By spending a few dollars in ad- 
vertising, or taking the cattle outside the 
community, a breeder greatly enlarges his 
potential market. He points out that while 
there may be five men focally, who would 
buy a bull “at a price”, there may be fifty 
elsewhere who want the kind of a bull you 
have for sale, and who would pay a good 
price to get him. In the first instance the 


ABERDEEN-ANGUS TOPS 
IN CHICAGO 

During April a number of good Aber- 
deen-Angus loads topped the Chicago 
steer market. On April 5th Gus Brem- 
er, well known feeder of Blacks from 
Stanton County, Nebraska, topped the 
market at $17.85 per cwt. with twenty 
head averaging 1,289 pounds. The 
$17.85 price was the top for the month 
and was shared April 7th by Jacob 
Knutson, Hardin County, Iowa, with 
twenty Aberdeen-Angus weighing 1,212 
pounds. 


April 13th Kenneth Cook, of Jackson 
County, Iowa, topped the Chicago mar- 
ket with a load of Blacks averaging 
1,425 pounds that brought $17.55. On 
April 26th Gus Bremer was again on 
the Chicago market with twenty head 
of 1,379 pounders that brought $17.65. 
The following day another well known 
Aberdeen-Angus feeder, William Mat- 
thiesen, Clinton County, Iowa, secured 
the day’s top of $17.50 with nineteen 
head averaging 1,427 pounds.

breeder is bucking a “buyer’s market’; in 
the latter case he is selling on a “seller’s 
market”—to men who need, and want, the 
product. 


He points out that to successfully sell 
pure bred live stock it is not necessary, or 
desirable, that a breeder be a glib speaker. 
a super salesman, or a high pressure artist. 
Over the long period better results will be 
obtained if the breeder is not this type. In 
the first place he should have a good idea 
of the value of his cattle—and stick with it. 
This first step involves selling yourself on 
the value of your product. While this can 
be overdone he believes that most new 
breeders may be inclined too much toward 
the low side, especially if they have been 
selling in a narrow market. 

For whatever you have to sell there is 
somebody, somewhere who needs it, and 
“will want it if you dramatize its value,” he 
contends. “You don’t have to over-state. In 
fact this leads to trouble and disappoint- 
ment. But you must point out the value 
that is there so the other fellow can see it. 
You must have a picture for the buyer— 
either a photograph or words—and you 
must reach out beyond the few who live 
near you to the greater number beyond. 
There, waiting, is the man who wants what 
you have to sell.” 

“The first step in selling is to attract at- 
tention—but not in an immodest or un- 
ethical way. This usually scares the cus- 
tomer away before the second step can be 
applied. The second step is to make the 
customer see quickly the value of the item 
you offer.” 

He maintains that “to hypnotize a person 
into believing he wants something—only to 
have him find out later he does not—fails 
to cover this second step. We on the farm 
must “take it.” We have just one place of 
business. We can’t pick up and move.” 

The best way to stimulate a customer to 
see the value of the animal offered is 
through a good picture, this pure bred sales- 
man says. In fact he credits good pictures 
with selling sixty per cent of his cattle. A 
good picture is of value in selling direct by 
mail, or in advertising through breed and 
farm papers. But a good picture is not 
easy to get sometimes, even from a profes- 
sional photographer. Mostly it is not the 
question of the technical excellence of the 
photograph but the way the animal carries 
its head and ears when the picture was 
snapped. 

He says, “A cow with her ears back is 
just as good an animal as a cow with her 
ears forward; but you can’t impress that 
fact on a buyer! A cow with her head down 
is as good as a cow with her head up— 
unless you are trying to sell her.” 

Alertness, in his opinion, must be stressed 
in al] pictures—whether snapshots taken by 
the owner, or pictures taken by a live stock 
photographer. Of course the anima] should 
be of good type, well groomed, and posed 
for the picture. Thought should be given 
to the background. Amateur pictures are 
too often inclined to include a picture of the 
manure spreader as well as of the animal 
being “shot.” ‘When she is posed properly 
get her head up and her ears forward. Make 
her say, ‘What’s that?’ There is only one

_ There are, of course, many other ramifica. 
tions of this business of profitable selling 
of pure breds that have not been touched 
on by the Holstein salesman. While it is 
of prime importance that the seller have an 
honest product, honestly represented, they 
should be presented in an attractive setting 
for prospective buyers visiting the farm 
Other things being equal a neat, well kept 
farmstead cannot be over-valued in the sales 
picture. It need not be a show place. But 
if things are kept picked up and buildings 
and fences kept in repair visitors cannot 
help but be impressed favorably. It is na- 
tural to associate good cattle with good sur. 
roundings. 

If a breeder has better than average cat- 
tle there is no better way to advertise them 
than through his willingness to present 
them for public appraisal at shows and pub- 
lic auctions. Competitive performance of- 
fers one of the best ways of advertising a 
herd—and it presents something definite in 
the way of facts on which to base future 
sales talks. 

There are any number of ways to adver- 
tise a herd—papers reaching the largest 
number of prospective buyers, road signs, 
attractive sale catalogues, letter head 
stationery, wel] illustrated brochures, pam- 
phlets, cards. All of this, of course, costs 
money. But if properly handled it repre- 
sents a well paying investment. How much 
to spend is always a question and one which

Gen- 
a herd of pure bred beef cattle is composed of the 
following groups—herd sires, breeding females, and young animals 
f both sexes which are being developed for future usefulness as 
preeding stock, or for show animals in the herd, or for sale to oth- 
ers for similar uses. The purpose of this article is to briefly out- 
line the methods that have been successfully employed in our Rose- 
mere Aberdeen-Angus herd, over a period of a great many years, 
in handling the various groups mentioned here. Let us begin with 
the herd sire as he is, no doubt, the most important single unit 

in any herd. We have used several methods of handling our 

herd sires with good results. For a number of years, in the 

early days of the herd, we practiced hand breeding almost ex- 

clusively, our procedure was to keep the herd bull in a small 

enclosure, preferably a grass lot of an acre or more, and supple-

ment the grass ration with a moderate amount of grain running 
high to proteins. Enough grain and, if necessary, hay or other 
roughage being supplied to keep the bull in good breeding condi- 
tion. It has been my experience that a bull in good physical con- 
dition has several advantages over his thin and rundown brother. 
In the first place, there is the matter of appearance, there is al- 
ways a Satisfaction in showing visitors fine looking herd sires, and 
I am thoroughly convinced that a bull in good physical condition 
is more prolific also. The 
grass lot mentioned above af- 
fords an opportunity for exer- 
cise which is of the most vital 
importance, in fact, it is a 
good idea to even increase the 
amount of exercise the bull 
will normally take under these 
conditions by requiring him to 
take some additional exercise. 
One way to accomplish this is 
to drive him about his lot for 
a short time each day. I can- 
not over-emphasize the im- 
portance of exercise in the 
well being of both herd sires 
and show animals. 

Appurtenant to the lot 
should be some kind of suit- 
able shelter to which the bull 
will have access at all seasons 
of the year. Climatic condi- 
tions, ete., should determine 
the type of shelter most suit- 
able. The chief objection we 
have found to this system is 
the extra labor which is in- 
volved in the breeding pro-

some distances from the bull 
paddocks. The time and in- 
convenience involved in bring- 
ing the cows in to be bred and in returning them to their pastures 
amounts to quite an item, especially if the herd is large and the 
distances considerable. Another criticism I have of this method 
is that unless the cow herd is watched closely, heat periods may 
be missed altogether, or the cow not gotten to the bull at just the 
right interval of the period. 

The objections I have enumerated finally convinced me of the 
advantages of pasture breeding which in recent years we have 
adopted to about ninety percent of our breeding program during 
the pasture months. Here are some of the benefits of this system 
over hand breeding—by running in the pasture, the bull gets all 
needed exercise, he is right on the spot to serve at just the right 
time, and the labor and time of taking the cow to the bull is large- 
ly eliminated. Of course, there is the necessity of a caretaker look- 
ing over the various groups to check breeding dates, etc. It has 

en our practice to do this twice a day, when possible, but it should 
done at least once a day. 

To follow this plan with the best results, one must observe 
certain rules. Here are some that we have found to be good— 
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arrange your pastures so that each one 
will accommodate about the right. num- 
ber of cows for one bull, being particular 
not to over work him, and in this con- 
nection, I am convinced that one bull 
should not be required to serve more 
than fifty females during the breeding 
season, particularly when pasture breed- 
ing is resorted to, and even a smaller 
number may be the means of prolonging 
the usefulness of a valued sire. Then be 
careful to select for each bull the females 
which should mate best with him. In a 
large herd this will necessitate quite a 
number of pastures and probably more 
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Herd Management 


herd bulls than would be required in the case of hand breeding. 
The care of the pasture-run bull should not be neglected either. 
Some breeders have a small pen in each pasture where the bull can 
be placed by himself for a part of the day and fed grain, others 
change bulls quite frequently, 
letting each bull subsist on 
grass alone while he is with 
the cows and feed him well 
while his place is occupied by 
a stablemate, in other words, 
during what might be called, 
his rest period. This procedure 
works out very well when the 
pasture is good and the bull 
is not overworked. Breeders 
who are not particular about 
the appearance of their herd 
bulls do not, as a rule, bother 
with either of these inconven- 
iences, but as [I have stated, I 
feel that good care of the herd 
sires pays dividends. 

When pasture breeding is 
followed, proper fencing is of 
vital importance. To be real 
sure that our herd bulls do not 
get together or get with cows 
other than those alloted to 
them, we use either double 
fences, placed, at least, three 
feet apart, or we run an elec- 
trically charged wire on each 
side of the regular fence. This 
can be done at a moderate cost 


posts at distances of several 
rods. These cross bars should 
project about three feet on each side so that the wire attached to 
them will prevent the animals on either side of the fence from get- 
ting their heads together. It has been my experience that bulls 
seldom go through fences when they cannot have physical contact 
with animals on the other side. There are various other methods 
of handling herd bulls but we have found that the ones I have 
mentioned have worked best for us—circumstances, of course, alter 
cases, so individual breeders should adopt the plan which best suits 
their conditions. 

The breeding females of the herd should be maintained under 
both a favorable and a normal environment which includes neither 
pampering nor too severe roughing. They should be run on good 
pasture as much of the year as climatic conditions will permit. 
There is nothing quite so good as an abundance of properly mixed 
green pasture grasses to promote health, vigor and prolific effic- 
iency. Sunshine is especially beneficial and this is another advant- 
age of maintaining live stock in the open as much as possible. When 
green grass is not available other succulent feeds should be substi- 
tuted and particular care should be taken (Please turn to page 75

Litton, manager of Highlands, at Round 
Hill, Virginia, was again on hand to do the 
judging and as usual placed the cattle to 
the general satisfaction of consignors and 
visitors.

we should have sold Him a Good Bull long a 
By GAY QUAMMEN 


RECENT LETTER from a Michigan 

farm manager suggests that the 

trouble with us is that we didn’t sell 
him on a good bull years ago, and that the 
bull he bought finally after looking around, 
now has calves on the farm and that the 
bull is going to look awfully cheap, when 
the calves are old enough to sell. 


The gentleman may or may not remember 
but we did suggest that a good bull was 
needed some years ago, and so did another 
person, who was present at the time. But, 
that’s past, the herd now has a good bull at 
its head and is going places. 


Yet, the statement should be and is rea- 
son enough for us to comment a little on 
the absolute necessity of getting a herd sire 
that will be a sire of good cattle. The big- 
gest difficulty we find with many new 
breeders is that they expect to secure a real 
herd bull for the same amount of money 
as they do a good female, and in many 
cases, when buying a foundation, they can- 
not find it right in their mind to put an- 
other bid on a bull in an auction that they 
want, and wind up with an inferior bull, 
that likely cost them less money than many 
of their original females. Right there is 
mistake number one. For this inferior buil 
bred to good cows cannot be expected to 
sire top breeding stock, and in the future 
sales of his get, the breeder will discover 
that he has or is paying for a top buil 
through lower prices on the get of his bull, 
and yet he has not a good bull at the head 
of the herd. If this breeder continues to 
use this same inferior bull year after year, 
he repeats the same process of paying and 
paying for a good bull and still getting

Perhaps new breeders wonder w 
bulls are harder to buy than good em 
We rather think that all breeds are about 
the same, and that good bulls are harder 
to locate, are more in demand and naturally 
cost more money. It’s about impossible ty 
beat the old laws of supply and demand, | 
have heard prominent showmen state that 
at almost any live stock show, one could 
find a few good females, but that seldom 
did one find a really good bull. In fact this 
same breeder-showman and he has been in 
the business all of his life, stated that each 
year there were several females that were 
almost as good as the final International 
grand champion, but that of the fifty or 
more bulls being exhibited there would be 
but two or three really top animals. It may 
be that bulls are harder to develop, or it 
may be that too many good bull calves are 
sold at an early age, never developed 
enough to ascertain their true worth and 
occasionally lost to the show ring. We couid 
cite one bull, who had the right breeding, 
the right type and quality, that was sold at 
an early age, and had not circumstances 
arisen that did, this bull would never have 
had the national reputation he now enjoys. 
For as a calf, he was sold. Later, he was 
repurchased, fitted and showed, winning 
handily and then resold again at a very 
high price. 

Good females are necessary to build a top 
herd of breeding stock. But a good herd 
bull is even more necessary, in fact a good 
herd bull is an absolute necessity, and 
without a good herd bull, no breeder is go- 
ing to do much in the way of producing 
breeding stock, to say nothing of show cat- 
tle or high selling cattle. 


How much can a new man afford to pay 
for a herd bull? That’s a question we fre- 
quently like to evade, and often we state 
that the price will depend upon the bull. 
The answer is true, but not complete. First, 
the same bull would not necessarily serve 
equally well in all herds. Naturally then a 
study should be made of the cow herd, ot 
as is occasionally done, buy the bull first 
and then buy females to go with him. Some 
very good herds have been established m 
this manner. But supposing you have the 
cows and need a bull, study the cows, theit 
type, their pedig’rees, learn the weakness 
of the cows and then try to get a bull that 
will correct the weakness or weaknesses of 
the females. Now as to price, twenty cows 
should have twenty calves, and all of these 
calves are to be sired by the one herd bull 
How much money is invested in the cows: 
Is it safe to assume on today’s market that 
the cows are worth from three to five hut 
dred dollars each? If so, the bull, though 
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not cost that much might be worth 
ollars that the females are worth.

How much has Eileenmere 85th 
been worth to J. Garrett Tolan, or Black 
Prince of Sunbeam to S. C. Fullerton, or 
Enfileen’s Bandolier 2d to the Winton (now 
LeBaron) herd, or Blackbird Bandolier of 
Page to Edwards Brothers, or Prizemere 
32d to Otto V. Battles, or Ames Plantation 
Pal to Ames Plantation, or Ames Plan- 
tation Pride’s Eric to Ravenswood, and 
we could mention many many others. 
We know that Mr. Tolan and Mr. Fuller- 
ton were both offered five figures for 
their bulls, when bulls were not bringing 
what they are today, yet, being real cattle- 
men, they refused to sell their herd sires 
and both have watched these bulls sire 
calves that have sold for as much or more 
than they were offered for the sire. To de- 
termine the price of a herd bull is impos- 
sible, and when and where a breeder finds 
the bull he wants, he should buy the bull if 
that bull can be bought. The day is past 
when any old bull will do, for breeders all 
over the country are learning the value of 
good herd sires. The same situation holds 
true in the mid west, the far west, the east, 
the south and the southwest and the south- 
east. Indications are that good bulls will 
sell even higher than at present, so when 
the next bull comes up for sale that looks 
like he’ll do, don’t start arguing with your- 
self whether you can or cannot afford to 
pay another fifty or another hundred dol- 
lars to own him. 


By that we don’t mean that all bull prices 
should be higher than at present. We have 
seen several bulls sell at far higher prices 
this season than we would have paid 
for-them, simply because they were not good 
enough, either individually or from the 
standpoint of pedigree value. And you do 
need pedigree background. Colonel A. W. 
Thompson, unquestionably one of the best 
live stock auctioneers of his or any other 
time, tells a great story occasionally with 
reference to the pedigree value of an ani- 
mal. It goes something like the following: 
A race horse breeder had just seen his horse 
win a big stake race, and upon being con- 
gratulated on his horse stated “No, the 
horse didn’t win the race. His great-great- 
grandsire started the race, his great-grand- 
sire ran the second quarter, his grandsire 
ran the third and he just finished the race 
that his racing grandsires had started for 
him.” The same holds true with regard to 
herd bulls. There must be something back 
of a bull to make him good and to assure a 
breeder that he will breed on his qualities 
of excellence. So, when getting a herd bull 
do not overlook the value of a good pedi- 
gree. If you don’t have the knowledge, ask

any breeder in whom you have confidence, 
and he will tell you straight, whether or not 
a pedigree is worth while. 

Get that herd bull now. Like in every- 
thing delay is expensive, and perhaps more- 
so in the cattle business. Without that good 
sire, you simply keep raising more and more 
cattle, that do not quite make the grade, 
and though they sell readily, they do not 
bring the premium they could, nor do they 
serve to improve the breed as all real herd 
heading sires should do. If the calves are 
not as good as their sire or their dams, 
chances are good that you need a better 
herd bull.

IRYLAND STOCK RANCH, Lewis- 

town, Montana, has been operating in 

the Foothills of the Snowy Mountains 
since October 20, 1920. During this time 
the small herd of registered cattle which 
were shipped in from North Dakota where 
the herd originated has been constantly bred 
under the management of W. S. Acton who 
is now owner of the ranch comprising 3800 
acres and of the herd. With full deference 
to the breeders of the foundation of the 
present herd which were contributed by 
Hon. J. D. McGregor and Otto V. Battles 
and others, the herd has had no additional 
females since 1927. 

As registered herds go in the United 
States, Airyland is one of the largest ac- 
cording to number of calf registrations in 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association. With large numbers of cows 
and heifers from which to make breeding 
herd selections it should be assumed that 
some kind of definite results should be ob- 
tainable. According to a recent visit of 
Robt. Duprey, fieldman for the Western 
States from the Association’s office, the 
owner was pleasantly surprised for his re- 
action, that: “I could seléct fifty cows from 
your herd which would be the equal as from 
any herd in America.” 

Very few of the Aberdeen-Angus fra- 
ternity have ever seen Airyland bred cattle. 
By and large, they have been kept right in 
Montana, having passed into local owner- 
ships with very little said as to whether 
they were good or bad. 


Montana has played a very small part in 
Aberdeen-Angus production during the past 
years; but, today eager interest is evident 
everywhere. As announced recently in the 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal a purposeful as- 
sociation has been organized which includes, 
as members, all breeders of registered and 
commercial Aberdeen-Angus cattle within 
the borders of the state. The only thing 
which prevents Montana from embarking 
upon volume production by many breeders 
is the great shortage of breeding females. 
It is not to be assumed that Montana men 
are looking for $10,000.00 cows to stock up 
with but the demand is here for good use- 
ful registered and grade cows and heifers. 

What does an Airyland bred cow look 
like? Since so few have reached this remote 
area from the regions where Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle are grown in great numbers, a 
portrait: “The striking feature is a beauti- 
ful Aberdeen-Angus head. A critical exam- 
ination will reveal a low, compact body with 
straight lines.” They do have definite herd 
character. They are like that because the 
selections for the breeding herd have been 
made by one person with that idea in mind. 
The style with which Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle are characteristically endowed was the 
thing which sold the breed to the owner of 
this herd in the first place. This was way 
back in 1917. There is an absence of freak- 
ish individuals having high tailheads, small 
bone, large bone and the whole list of un- 
desirable features which detract. These 
evident desirable features are enhanced by 
that certain poise as becomes the animal

In this herd, the corn belt breeder w 
probably miss the accustomed comin 
flesh; especially would this obtain after g 
winter in the open. Rightly bred, Montana 
cattle, through selection, certainly have q 
definite kind of vigor and resistance which 
is improbable to acquire in more congenial 
climates. It is an asset, without doubt. 

The use of good bulls has been habitual 
in this herd. It is true that the herd has 
never been distinguished by the intrody- 
tion of great champion bulls. The herd has 
had to make its way—the hard way: for 
years, practically alone in a great Empire. 
However, sons of champions have figured in 
this herd and a pedigree which would be 
typical teems with the rich blood of chan- 
pions. 

Recent bulls in use are found to be sired 
by the International grand champion Revo- 
lution 100th, by the International grand 
champion Blackcap Revolution by Earl 
Marshall. In short, the tendency in the 
breeding of this herd  has_ unmistak- 
ably arisen from  Blackcap Revolution 
and from his’ greai_ sire Earl Mar- 
shall; also, the occasional use of an out- 
standing Airyland bred bull has proven to 
be a dependable practice along with those 
specially selected from other herds. The 
pedigrees of the herd members are variable 
enough to permit this practice without too 
close breeding; furthermore, line-breeding 
is practiced where the record of a particular 
family seems to justify intensification. 

This summary describing a herd of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle which has followed 
through with success to the present period 
which establishes the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed in approved favor within the borders 
of the great Treasure State is calculated to 
introduce a recent acquisition to the bull 
battery: Eric Revolution 2d of Sunbeam 
604156 acquired from Mr. L. R. Kershaw, 
Muskogee, Oklahoma. 

An interesting bit of shrewd planning 00 
the part of Mr. Kershaw should have pre 
ceded the above announcement since it was 
he who surmised latent possibilities in this 
youngster at the notable auction sale which 
was held at the Sunbeam Farm, Miami, 0k- 
lahoma, on May 18th, 1942. It thus, was 
the fortunate turn of the wheel for Airyland 
that this seemingly inconsequential incident 
made new location in distant Montana 4 
possibility for this handsome son of Revo- 
lution 100th, and out of the richly bred cov 
Black Rose 3d of Sunbeam 503217.

gus breeder, of Cayucos, California, and a 
staunch booster of all co-operation breeder 
sales sent fifteen head of his choice animals 
to the breeders’ sale held at Galt, California, 
May 2d and 3d.

Aberdeen-Angus' Breeders’ Associa- 
tion sale, Fayette, Missouri. This sale falls 
regularly each year on the third Monday of 
April and this season it was the lead off 
sale for the five day series of sales held in 
Missouri by Missouri Breeders and associa- 
tions. A circuit that proved to be one of 
the best events ever sponsored by Missouri 
Aberdeen-Angus men for the promotion of 
the breed. 


No exceptionally high prices were paid for 
any animal in the sale this year, and the top 
figure brought by a single animal was lower 
than has been paid previously, yet the 
general average was much greater than 
was attained by the men in past years and 
a steady market during the sale proved 
these men had really made the proper se- 
lections of cattle from their respective 
herds in their consignments to this annual 
event. 


In the 1942 spring auction these same 
breeders averaged $225.23 on eighty-four 
head, $214.20 average on thirty-one bulls 
and $231.70 on fifty-three females. This 
year the average was $277.40 on seventy- 
seven head; twenty-nine bulls averaged 
$242.41 and the forty-eight females aver- 
aged $298.33, a nice increase in the general 
average of the cattle sold, yet the cattle 
still selling so the buyers can profitably af- 
ford to buy. 

The first sales held at Fayette were pri- 
marily bull sales and only a few females 
were offered. As the sales progress these 
breeders improved their herds by selecting 
better sires and they started consigning 
more good females each year until this 
event is now a proven selling spot for good 
foundation stock. The Howard County or- 
ganization has done much to promote the 
breed in their area, especially in their own 
county, where a number of new herds have 
been established during the past four years, 
and we wish to take this opportunity to 
commend them for this work and the man- 
ner in which they cooperate with each other 
and with the breed publication. 

Mr. J. F. Innes, who sold the top bull two 
years ago, was right back at the top again 
this year. Many readers will remember the 
son of Prizemere 360th that S. R. Pierce & 
Sons, Creston, Illinois, purchased in the 
Howard County sale two years ago for 
seven hundred and fifty dollars. This year 
Mr. Innes came back with another son of 
Prizemere 360th, Edellor Afton 696357, a 
March 15, 1942, calf, a Hartley Edella. 
This youngster attracted much attention in 
the barn and was purchased in the sale by 
Baysinger Brothers, California, Missouri. 

Mr. Innes had a nice string of cattle at 
this sale and they stood right at the top of 
the offering. His heifer, Miss Burgess C. 
18th 560847, a September 4, 1938, daughter 
of Juanerra Erica 4th, bred to Erianna’s 
Envious Ben, a good young bull that 
Messrs. Hancock, Perkins & Innes pur- 
chased at the Benson dispersal, was one of 
the two females vieing for top honor. She 
was purchased by B. H. Jameson, Fulton, 
Missouri, who selected several top females 
in this sale, including two more of the Innes 
consignment, Evergreen Black Eileen, by 
Black Idol of Sunbeam, at four hundred 
dollars and Elba 2d of Thousand Hills, by 
Prizemere 387th, at three hundred and 
seventy-five dollars.

N TUESDAY, APRIL 20th the Central 

Missouri Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 

Association held the fourth annual sale 
in the Live Stock Judging Pavilion of the 
University, and when we arrived the breed- 
ers and visitors were gathering, marking 
catalogs and inspecting the cattle that were 
tied at the south end of the arena. 

As we walked down the aisles between 
the cattle I noticed that several of the con- 
signors to this sale were men who purchas- 
ed their first Aberdeen-Angus cattle right 
in this same barn three and four years ago. 
They were consigning only a few head, but 
they were interested in their cattle and it 
was easy to see that the foundation cattle 
they selected here a few years ago had real- 
ly been the correct type and quality. This 
expansion of the association to include the 
new men buying cattle in this sale is just 
one of the reasons for the rapid growth of 
the breed in this area. 

The Central Missouri sale includes cattle 
from herds in Boone, Calloway and Cole 
counties and being a consignment sale we 
always find present a few cattle that are 
not fitted and prevared for the sale in the 
same way as the better cattle offered. As 
a result a few of the cattle may sell that 
are too young and they do not have the de-

mand as the cattle of breeding age. This 
year the general average of the cattle sold 
was over ninety dollars more than it was 
last year. No really high tops were pur- 
chased, although a few of the cattle were 
worthy of more money than they brought in 
this sale.

ed the attention of so many Missouri 

breeders, and also breeders from the 
surrounding states, as did the first produc- 
tion sale held by Penney & James at Hamil- 
ton, Missouri, on April 21st, for despite un- 
favorable weather conditions and _ travel 
restrictions this sale proved a great success. 

The cattle for the sale were all tied in 
the big barn and a large crowd was on hand 
marking catalogs and making selections 
when we arrived. Breeders from seven 
states were on hand to divide the cattle and 
while the bulk of the breeding cattle stayed 
in Missouri a large number went to Texas 
and Florida, with a few going to men in 
Iowa, Oklahoma, Illinois and Kansas, 

Twenty-three of the eighty-seven head 
sold to Texas breeders. Col. E, E. Dickie, 
Fort Worth, Texas, took eight females for 
the foundation of his new herd. Tommy 
Brook, Brady, Texas, who accompanied Col. 
Dickie to the Missouri sales, selected four- 
teen females to add to his established herd 
at Camp San Saba. 

Six bulls were bought by one bidder from 
Florida for a ranch that has previously pur- 
chased some seven or eight bulls from Pen- 
ney & James for use on Florida range cat- 
tle. These bulls went to Paul Rhinehold, 
Green Cove Springs, Florida, and it was my 
understanding that he is doing cross breed- 
ing on Brahma cattle with these good Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls. 

Marvin Turner, Pleasant Hill, Missouri, 
selected seven head and other breeders took 
three and four each, with several top cattle 
foing to Dr. H. E. Curry, Jefferson City, 

issouri, including the top selling female, 
Black Beau’s Barbara 614582, an April 
1940 daughter of Black Beau 11th with Nov- 
ember bull calf at side by Revemere of 
Wheatland 24th. 

The top bull of the sale was Blackbird 
Caviar 666106, an August 12, 1941, son of 
Bar Sunbeam that sold to H. J. Coulter and 
Wayne Teeter, Excello, Missouri, for six 
hundred and five dollars. Fifty-one of the 
eighty-seven head were bought by Missouri 
breeders. Mr. Penney has expressed him- 
self as being immensely pleased that so 
many of these choice animals were bought 
for use in Missouri herds, for the hope that 
inspired the founding of his Missouri farms 
was that he might help to improve the qual- 
ity of the live stock throughout his native 
state. 

Although fond of good live stock of all 
kinds Mr. Penney is as partial to Aberdeen- 
Angus for beef cattle as he is known to be 
to Guernseys for dairy cattle. He is a great 
believer in pure bred sires and in his herds 
of grade Aberdeen-Angus, operated by Pen- 
ney and Meservey for commercial purposes, 
nothing is used but pure bred sires bought 
from the Penney & James herd. These 
choice sires get a quality of cattle that are 
noted in the stock yards for practically al- 
ways topping the market. 

The sale of these eighty-seven head has 
in no wise depleted the herd which now 
numbers well over three hundred head. Bulls 
from this herd are always in demand. Pen- 
ney and James will be glad to have you pay 
this herd a visit at any time you need a 
prospective herd sire or any bulls of service- 
able ages. 

They are to be congratulated on the re- 
sult of their first production sale, and we 
are sure that every buyer received plenty 
of value in his purchases and hope that all 
will return again whenever the next auction 
is announced, to make further selections of 
foundation stock.

Missouri and it is doubtful if any 
group of breeders enjoy holding a sale and 
entertaining their guests more than do the 
members of the North Central Missouri 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association. 

Chillicothe was headquarters for visitors 
attending the Penney & James and the 
Chillicothe sale. After the sale at Hamilton 
many of the visitors came back to Chilli- 
cothe and attended an informal dinner given 
by the members of this North Central as- 
sociation and presided over by Lewis Ander- 
son, secretary of the group. 

It was a splendid meal, enjoyed by all 
present and certainly the informal talks 
after the dinner were interesting to all. I 
especially was interested in hearing from 
Col. E. E. Dickie, Fort Worth, Texas, and 
Tommy Brook, Brady, Texas, who is also 
president of the Texas Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, and Prof..E. A. Trow- 
bridge, of the University of Missouri, and 
others who made brief talks this night. 

The offering of cattle was not large, but 
the sixty head listed had attracted a real 
crowd to the sale. When we arrived on the 
scene many visitors were inspecting the 
cattle and when the buyers were called to 
the seats the little sale pavilion was again 
crowded, as it was last year. The buyers 
were mostly Missouri catlemen, but fourteen 
of the offering went out of the state. Col. 
E. E. Dickie and Tommy Brook selected one 
each and twelve bulls went to Paul Rhine- 
hold, Green Cove Springs, Florida, to fill 
out the carload of bulls he needed and they 
were shipped out along with those selected 
the day previous at the Penney & James 
sale. 

J. F. McKenny, King City, Missouri, 
selected the top female, Bijou Meretta 2d, 
one of the good females consigned by Wil- 
bur Cole. She sold bred to a son of Envious 
Blackcap B. 6th and brought five hundred 
and ten dollars. The second high female 
was purchased by Dr. H. E. Curry, who pur- 
chased the top female the day before at the 
Penney & James sale. This second high 
animal was Blackbird’s Aurora, an October 
1939 daughter of Black Beau 11th, consign- 
ed to the Chillicothe sale by Penney 
James. She brought an even five hundred. 

The top bull was Gerald D. Marshall 551- 
736, an August 1938 son of Eldon Marshall 
2d, consigned by Hyde & Kelly and purchas- 
ed by Woodrow Thompson, Newtown, Mis- 
souri. The second high bull was Lewand’s 
Pride Enecho 699793, an April 1942 son of 
Glenelg Pride 4th, consigned by Lewis An- 
derson and purchased by J. Berl Holland, 
Rich Hill, Missouri, for an even four hun- 
dred dollars. The cattle averaged sixty-five 
dollars above the average made last Sep- 
tember and the fifty-nine head brought a 
total average of two hundred and sixty 
dollars.

LLINOIS HAS PASSED through many 
I periods of beef making history. Perhaps 

one of the first valuable events was the 
early feeding of beef cattle in Illinois, a 
hundred years ago. Many feeders came 
from the Eastern States, purchased the 
available feeding stock and fed them the 
rich grass and corn of Illinois for a period 
of a year or more, then driving them East 
on hoof to many places near the consuming 
markets, possibly giving them a short feed 
after arrival. It was tonnage those days on

hoof, that counted materially. Illinois, with 
its abundant grass and its large production 
of corn furnished the most available and 
valuable feeding ground in our whole coun- 
try. 

Illinois has especially made history in 
beef cattle making from the time of the 
civil war up to the present. From 1860 to 
1885 there were more big cattle feeders in 
Central Illinois radiating from Champaign, 
Danville and Decatur and other Illinois 
points, than any other place, perhaps, in 
the world. It was estimated that at times 
there was no less than one hundred feeders 
who each fed a thousand head or more in 
this territory, not taking into consideration 
the feeders of smaller numbers. Many of 
these great steers when finished, weighed 
two thousand pounds. 

After these cattle were finished in IIli- 
nois, it took them possibly sixty days to 
reach the New York market. 

One of the greatest Aberdeen-Angus 
achievements was in 1888, when Mr. M. A. 
Judy topped the Chicago Christmas mar- 
ket, in competition with the Ton of Beef 
Steers, with a car load of yearling Aber- 
deen-Angus and established and brought in- 
to existence the famous Aberdeen-Angus 
baby beef that has been constantly repeat- 
ing and increasing that successful record 
year after year and to the present time. 

In the first International at Chicago, 
Stanley R. Pierce, of Creston, Illinois, bred 
and showed the grand champion steer, Ad- 
vance. 


Since that time the grand champion steer 
and the champion carload lot of the Inter- 
national has been won by the Aberdeen- 
Angus a very great part of the time and 
the carcass test award of the beef breeds 
has gone to the Aberdeen-Angus competi- 
tor, we believe, every year Since the be- 
ginning of the International show. 

Charles Escher, Sr., of Botna, Iowa, was 
one of the early importers of note and in 
Chicago, March 6th and 7th of 1900, made 
a sale of one hundred fifty head from his 
herd that averaged around six hundred dol- 
lars per head; the imported cattle in that 
sale selling for around one thousand dollars 
a head, and three heifers from the Grant 
Ballindalloch, Scotland, herd selling for an 
average of fifteen hundred dollars. 

In 1901, Mr. M. A. Judy, of West Le- 
banon, Indiana, made his first personally 
selected importation of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, numbering about seventy-five head 
of the richest blood lines ever imported, and 
they represented the most famous breeding 
herds in Scotland. This importation includ- 
ed the thrice Highland show champion, 
Prince Ito. 

At a sale in Chicago, the following Feb- 
ruary, Mr. Judy sold some imported bulls, 
together with cows and heifers, numbering 
in all more than thirty-five, for an average 
price of almost twelve hundred dollars, 
which was a record price for the breed at 
that time. Prince Ito went to the Pierce 
Farm at ninety-one hundred dollars, and the 
cow, Blackcap Judy went to C. H. Gardner, 
of Blandinsville, Illinois, for sixty-three 
hundred dollars, which was also a top price 
for a female of the Aberdeen-Angus breed. 
Almost all of the cattle of Mr. Judy’s sale, 
remained in Illinois. 

Mr. L. McWhorter, of Aledo, and Senator 
Lantz, of Congerville, participated in the 
buying of some individuals of that sale. 

Many Aberdeen-Angus breeders may not 
be aware of the fact that the largest herd 
of recorded Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the 
world was owned in Illinois by J. J. Rogers, 
of Abingdon, from 1884 until 1900. In about 
the center of that period it was at its 


greatest in numbers, which was not far | 


from a thousand head. Many of the Rogers 
cattle were farmed out on the shares. Mr. 
Rogers was also one of the early importers 

of choice Aberdeen-Angus.

JOHNSON GRASS 
PROVES ITS WORTH. 

Johnson grass long considered a curse by 
Southern farmers, is proving a blessing to 
those who are engaging in the raising of 
live stock. Not many are willing to say a 
00d word for Johnson grass (called Gama 
grass by some) excepting those who have 
made hay from it or pastured it during the 
summer months or plowed out the roots for 
— during a shortage of feed in the win- 
- months. Farmers and stockmen who 
ti learned to rotate crop land with pas- 
—s are finding that cattle or hogs will 
— this crop-land pest most profit- 
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All live stock relish and do well on either 
stems or roots of Johnson grass. It is a 
novel and interesting sight to see cattle in 
Grant Parish, Louisiana, following a plow- 
man like blackbirds, rooting out Johnson 
grass roots from loosely plowed ground with 
dirt up to their eyes as they search out the 
luscious under ground stems. Johnson grass 
thrives on cultivated soils of the heavier 
types in the South, but will disappear when 
pastured for a year or two. On lands badly 
infested with Johnson grass, as many are, 
no better use could be made of it than to 
sow in clover and pasture for several years, 
when it might be cropped again profitably. 
Farmers should stop cussing Johnson grass 
and learn how to use it to advantage. Fight 
it with the cow or hog instead of the hoe 
advises G. C. Smith, County Agent, Colfax, 
Louisiana.

A general discussion was perhaps first 
started at the time of the Moultrie, Georgia 
Sale and it was then agreed to have a meet- 
Ing to organize at the time of the Southern 
Regional Show and Sale at Montgomery, 
Alabama, on April 6th. This meeting was 
held and the following officers were elected. 
For president, Mr. P. Ransom Aldrich, of 
Michigan City, Mississippi was chosen; Mr. 

omas McCoskey, Jr., of Mac-Mor Farms 
at Mentor, Tennessee, was elected vice-pres- 
ident and Mr. M. J. Witman, of Lorraine 

arms, Macon, Georgia, was named secre- 
tary and treasurer. The Southeastern Ab-

prises many states, including North and 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Alabama, Geor- 
gia, Mississippi, Louisiana and Florida. Di- 
rectors of the association have been named 
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and are as follows: Mr. Frank Godchaux, 
Jr., from Louisiana; Mr. C. G. Burris from 
South Carolina; Mr. Robert C. Roebling 
from Georgia; Mr. Fred Francis from Flor- 
ida; Mr. G. C. Passmore from Alabama; Mr. 
J. Emerson Rose from North Carolina and 
Mr. R. H. Scott from Tennessee. Quite nat- 
urally the president and the vice-president 
serve with the board of directors. You will 
note that Tennessee has two directors, 
which was unanimously agreed upon be- 
cause of the numbers of cattle in Tennes- 
see. A second meeting was held at the 
time of the East Tennessee Breeders’ Sale 
at Knoxville, Tennessee, and was attended 
by many of the members and a good per- 
centage of the officers. 

This association has been formed to pro- 
mote, and if we understand the action of 
these gentlemen, after having been at two 
of their open meetings and two of the meet- 
ings of the directors, we know they are go- 
ing to get things done. First, of all, they 
are desirous of securing some field worker 


to visit commercial breeders of cattle, and 
to sell these commercial breeders on Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls. Unquestionably, this is 
the weakest link in the Aberdeen-Angus 
business, even though we have seen in re- 
cent years a tendency of commercial men to 
turn to Aberdeen-Angus bulls. Just when 
or just how the Southeastern breeders are 
going to secure this fieldman we cannot 
state, but we will venture that they do se- 
cure a fieldman, and that this fieldman 
spends his time in the Southeast, strength- 
ening the cause of Aberdeen-Angus in that 
section. This group of breeders through the 
board and its members mean business and 
are going to do the job. Seldom, if ever, 
have we been present with a group who 
openly gave voice to their ideas more free- 
ly, and with it all, offered much more sound 
and forward looking advice as to how best 
to promote the breed and care for their own 
business as breeders. 

The association was most definite in its 
agreement that cattle were not to be 
brought in for sale by groups from other 
states, unless with the approval of the di- 
rectors of the association, for they regarded 
such as to be adverse to the good of their 
organization and its members. Futher, ali 
sales staged with the approval of the or- 
ganization are to pay a percentage to the 
association, this money to be used to ac- 
complish the promotion for which the breed- 
ers organized. 

Immediate promotion is an auction sale 
this coming fall of strictly high class cat- 
tle of show ring calibre. That was anoth- 
er sore spot with some of the southeastern 
breeders, for they have a feeling and per- 
haps quite justified, that many cattle that 
have been brought in for sale by different 
groups, and we are not mentioning any 
group, and neither did they particularize, 
were not up to the standard set for good 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle and as such could 
not serve to improve or compete with the 
kind of cattle other breeders were bringing 
in to the southeast. This sale has been set 
for December 9th and will be held at At- 
lanta, Georgia. It will be made up of cattle 
from the southeast, and only cattle that 
have been selected or okayed after they 
have been nominated and _ subsequently 
okayed by a committee. Mr. Robert C. 
Roebling, owner of Modena Plantation, Isle 
of Hope, Savannah, Georgia, one of the 
most enthusiastic of southeastern breeders, 
and a breeder who has invested considerable 
time, money and effort to build a herd, has 
been named sale manager and agreed to do 
the job. He will select or has selected his 
committee and we rather think that Atlan- 
ta, Georgia, may be the scene of the best 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus sale ever held 
below the Mason-Dixon line.

ARTIFICIAL INSEMINATION 


By F. W. CRAWFORD 

Secretary Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 

Association. 

In recent years there has been wide spread 
interest in the practice of artificial insem- 
ination by cattle breeders. It seems to me 
that there is a mistaken belief that great 
progress may be made by rapid extension 
of this practice. I believe that it is fair to 
say that there are only two ways in which 
the practice of artificial insemination may 
produce beneficial results. First, the prac- 
tice may result in the maximum use of pure 
bred sires for the re-stocking of areas 
where the cattle population has been deplet- 
ed and where only a limited number of sires 
are available and second, it may make it 
possible for a breeder to mate his females 
with a particular sire that would not be 
available otherwise. In either case however 
only tried and proven sires should be used 
for the practice of artificial insemination. 
Quite frequently a breeder purchases a bull 
that is unsatisfactory as a sire and must 
discard him. If such a bull is used for the 
practice of artificial insemination on an ex- 
tensive scale great damage may result. 
Those who have purchased high priced, but 
untried sires with a view to using them for 
the practice of artificial insemination run 
great risks. Moreover the enthusiastic ad- 
vocates of the practice of artificial insem- 
ination seem to ignore the fact that most 
of the real progress in live stock improve- 
ment has been made and is still being made 
by line breeding. The extensive use of even 
a tried and proven sire for the practice of 
artificial insemination does not seem pos- 
sible if line breeding is to be followed. 

Notwithstanding my belief that artificia! 
insemination cannot do much for breeders 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, I favor giving it 
a trial under close supervision. Canadian 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders are of the same 
opinion and as a result The Canadian Aber- 
deen-Angus Association, at the last annual 
meeting, made provision for the registration 
of Aberdeen-Angus calves produced by arti- 
ficial insemination. Only those who are 
authorized by the Board of Directors may 
practice artificial insemination and when 
authorized they must comply with carefully 
drawn regulations. The Ontario Agricul- 
tural College, Quelph, Ontario, and the Al- 
berta Department of Agriculture, Edmon- 
ton, Alberta, have been authorized to prac- 
tice artificial insemination. Breeders who 
wish to make use of the sires used by the

During the past few years one would see 
these same Wisconsin breeders attending 
the big sales of the mid-west. From several 
of the leading herds they have selected herd 
sires and outstanding females, taking them 
back to Wisconsin for the purpose of im- 
proving the breed in their own state. This 
program has paid dividends, for many cat- 
tle bred and raised in Wisconsin have pass- 
ed into the hands of breeders many states 
away, where a few of them have been re- 
sold at prices far above what they brought 
at their home farms. This proves that these 
Wisconsin bred cattle have the type and 
quality it takes to become outstanding and 
that only lack of interest in the home state 
was responsible for their not commending 
higher prices at home. 

The blood lines represented in this con- 
signment is comparable to those that sell in 
the best sales of the land. Championship 
breeding is represented in the tabulations 
as many of these men have purchased cat- 
tle carrying the breeding of champions, and

tation of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in the United States, when Anderson and 
Findlay, of Lake Forest, in 1878, imported 
one bull and five heifers and located them 
on their farm near Lake Forest. 

In a few years a number of other impor- 
tations began to arrive. Quite a few of 
them of high quality and a great many oth- 
ers that were not of such choice class. Some 
of the most outstanding animals of the 
breed descend from some of these early im- 
portations. 

One of the greatest Illinois Aberdeen-An- 
gus sale events was when Senator Lantz, of 
Congerville, during the first World War, 
sold in Chicago, fifty-five head for almost 
an average of one thousand dollars. The 
consignment included a goodly number of 
Blackcaps, many of them descendants from 
old Blackcap 8th, whom we have always 
thought was an outstanding example of 
Blackcap quality and value, and her des- 
cendants have proven to be of the greatest 
value to the breed and to the owners of her 
descendants. 

At the Lantz sale, Mr. M. A. Judy, on a 
buying order for Mathews and Sikes, of 
Sikeston, Missouri, purchased five head of 
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the descendants of Blackcap 8th, at an av- 
erage price of more than two thousand dol- 
lars per head. 

At a later date, Mr. Judy held a dis- 
persing sale at St. Louis of the Mathews 
and Sikes herd, and the Dyson herd were 
the purchasers of two of those famous five 
Blackcap cows; Blackcap Lady Dell, and In- 
tensive Blackecap and also an outstanding 
heifer of a third one, Blackcap Effie 2d, and 
later bought another heifer of hers and her 
son, Blackcap Lad S., the latter serving in 
our herd for almost ten years, and two of 
his sons are now our chief herd sires, one 
of them three-fourths the blood of Black- 
cap Lad S. 

Probably the high spot in the Illinois Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle sales was made on May 
3d, 4th and 5th in 1920, when four Illinois 
breeders consigned to a sale at Spring- 
field, under the direction of Mr. M. A. Judy, 
one hundred fifty head of bulls, cows and 
heifers from the Dyson herd, of Rushville; 
L. B. Cannon herd, of Aledo; Edwin A. 
Schwarm herd, of Loogootee and J. Garrett 
Tolan herd, of the Springfield area, the 
sales being made in the order as listed 
above. 

The average of the animals in the three 
day sale of the one hundred fifty head, was 
more than a thousand dollars a head, which 
was a record for a three day sale and of 
that size. 

In that sale, J. Garrett Tolan sold a cow, 
Effie’s Lass for seventy-one hundred dol- 
lars, which was a record for an Aberdeen- 
Angus cow selling east of the Mississippi 
river for more than twenty years, and that 
record was broken in 1941, by one of Mr. 
Tolan’s heifers, Evermere T., who was 
grand champion at the 1941 International, 
and sold at one of his sales. 

There is no record of any beef cattle sale 
in Illinois that has ever equalled or ap- 
proached this history making three-day sale, 
considering the number sold. 

We are mentioning these outstanding 
events and prices in different periods, espec- 
ially from 1900 to the present time, to show 
that the present active demand for Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle is not an unusual or un- 
warranted situation, and that Illinois is still 
the garden spot of the world for ideal Ab- 
erdeen-Angus location and production. 

In different sections of Illinois, our local 
groups of Aberdeen-Angus breeders have 
organized and are holding group sales each 
year, and they are highly successful, desir- 
able and valuable assets to the breed and 
breeders. 

There is also a state wide organization, 
the Illinois Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation, which has held sales for several 
years, located until last year at Springfield, 
on account of the central location and facil- 
ities for the sale; and this year the Illinois 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association show 
and sale will be held on June 9th, at the 
farm of the Vice-President of the Associa- 
tion, Harvey L. Roberts, on Route 67, North 
of Rushville, Illinois. Mr. Roberts’ farm is 
well fitted to hold and accommodate the sale 
and all the breeders and friends who may 
attend. Mr. Leslie Hamilton, of Macomb 
and Good Hope, the president of the Asso- 
ciation, Harvey L. Roberts, the vice-presi- 
dent, and George Wilson of Springfield, the 
secretary, are earnestly and successfully 
working to round out the sale into a choice 
and outstanding offering of cattle, and pro- 
vide comfortable and interesting entertain- 
ment of the members, customers and visit- 
ors who may attend. 


This is to be a meeting that will be en- 
joyed and remembered by all those who at- 
tend, long after it’s conclusion. You should 
not fail to attend it!

to see that a proper mineral balance is sup- 
plied. In short, everything should be done 
to keep the breeding females in not only the 
best of thrift but in the best appearance as 
well, because as it is with herd sires, a nice 
looking lot of breeding females is a source 
of pride and satisfaction to the owner. 


It is only natural to expect that if we are 
to have the kind of mature animals I have 
mentioned, the young things must be prop- 
erly developed. Here are some of the meth- 
ods we have used with satisfactory results 
in accomplishing this. We always keep in 
mind that plenty of the right kind of feed is 
essential to growth. We, therefore, from 
the minute the calf is born see that it never 
really goes hungry. Nature takes care of 
this for the first few weeks, under normal 
conditions, by the mother’s milk. This is 
particularly true when the mother, herself, 
is properly nourished. Notwithstanding 
this, however, we provide, at the outset, 
facilities for the young calf receiving addi- 
tional nourishment in the way of grain 
and it is surprising how early these young 
things will begin to nibble at grain. Whole 
grain, particularly whole oats, seems to be 
most relished by the young calf and also the 
best adapted to its digestive tract. 

As a means for giving the young calves 
running in pastures with their mothers ac- 
cess to grain at all times, we provide a 
small enclosure in a convenient corner of 
the pasture, containing a self-feeder which 
is kept well stocked with grain at all times. 
The older animals are excluded by limiting 
the size of the entrance to calf proportions. 


It has been our practice to wean calves at 
about eight months of age but the grain 
ration is continued, the amount supplied be- 
ing determined by the place the youngster 
is ultimately to fill in the herd. Show pros- 
pects and those intended for sale being 
pushed more vigorously than the ones that 
are to be retained as breeding animals. But 
these are by no means neglected because 
we are anxious that they should be given 
every opportunity to develop into the kind 
of mature animals that their breeding war- 
rants. 

All of our calves are thoroughly halter 
broken at the time they are weaned. If this 
is done, it is never forgotten by the calf, 
and it-adds greatly to the convenience of 
handling all through the life of the animal. 


Calves intended for show purposes re- 
quire special treatment such as the use of 
nurse cows for, at least, a short period after 
being taken from the mother. I am con- 
vinced, however, that it is neither beneficial 
to the calf nor a good economic practice to 
continue the milk diet of the calf beyond a 
reasonable limit and I would place this limit 
around twelve months. The Bovine digestive 
system is designed for handling more bulky 


a 


foods than milk after the animal has passed 
the calf stage. 


As this discourse is intended more for the 
breeder than the showman, I shall not go 
into the intricacies of properly fitting show 
cattle. There is no doubt but that the prop- 
er handling of the breeding herd is of the 
most importance in the pure bred operation. 
In fact, a successful breeder can almost in- 
an become a successful showman as 
well.
